resu lt of su its for collection which 
might b e filed. 
The mill on Walnu t street and St. 
Lou is Av enu e 
has 
b een shu t down 
temp orarily , b u t it is the intention of 
the receiv er to resu me op erations at 
an early date. 
John II. Kamman is 
the attorney 
for 
the receiv er. 
He 
stated that he wou ld tile ap p lication 
at once with the ju dge of the circu it 
cou rt for the p ermission to resu me 
the op eration of the p lant u nder the 
direction and su p erv ision of the re­ 
ceiv er. 
It is ex p ected that su ch a 
motion will b e granted. 
The annou ncement that the cor­ 
p oration had p assed into a receiv er­ 
ship cau sed mu ch su rp rise in local 
b u siness circles a s the mill has b een 
in op eration night and day for sev ­ 
eral months. 
It is k nown that the 
corp oration was grinding corn for 
large orders in the Sou th. 
Within 
the last few day s a ship ment of for­ 
ty thou sand b u shels of corn was re­ 
ceiv ed from ou t of state p oints which 
indicated that the comp any was on 
a firm financial b asis. 
It is 
stated 
that 
the p rob ab le 
cau se of the 
assignment 
was the 
flu ctu ation of wheat p rices du ring the 
last six months. 
The comp any has 
p u rchased heav ily from the farmers 
in Jack son cou nty 
and 
it i" >aid 
mu ch of the wheat b rou ght to the 
mill was left in storage. 
When the 
grain was receiv ed 
the 
p rice was 
lower than when the owners called 
for settlement. 
It is stated that the 
comp any has b een doing a b u siness 
of more than $200,000 annu ally . 
It 
is also stated that large su ms are 
du e the comp any 
from 
b u y ers of 
the milled p rodu cts, b u t that su ch 
tiims had b een u nab le to mak e set­ 
tlement p romp tly , which made it dif­ 
ficu lt for the local mill to settle with 
its creditors. 
Mr, Kamman said that he felt as­ 
su red that all the creditors wou ld 
receiv e dollar for dollar, b u t had not 
gone deep ly enou gh into the b ook s 
of the comp any to mak e any p redic­ 
tion as to what wou ld b e p aid to the 
stock holders.

corp orated for $30,000 b u t its p lant

that amou nt. 
The comp any has b orrowed to some 
ex tent from the local b ank s, b u t it 
i" stated that su ch notes are fu lly 
secu red b y indiv idu al signatu res and 
that ev ery p enny du e the local finan­ 
cial institu tions will b e p aid in fu ll. 
It is p ointed ou t that an immense 
su m of money h req u ired to k eep 
su ch a mill in op eration.

p any is req u ired to p ay cash for the 
grain which it

and fre­ 
q u ently is comp elled to wait sev eral 
week s b efore receiv ing p ay ment for 
the milled p rodu ct from the b u y ers.

tion.

Germany concedes fu lly President 
Wilson’s contention that in the fu tu re 
no merchant v essed, whether freight

MAURICE THOMPSON—1844-1901 
Maurice Thompson, whose name 
is known from ocean to ocean, pos­ 
sessed many and varied talents. He 
was born in Fairfield, Franklin coun­ 
ty, September 9, 1844, but being the 
son of a Baptist minister, made sev­ 
eral changes in residence, finally lo­ 
cating in Northern Georgia. 
Here in 
a -pot “so peaceful and so dreamy” 
young Thompson grew to manhood. 
Thompson was educated largely 
by private tutor- and was said to 
have been master of five languages. 
He was said to have been an auth­ 
ority on 
the 
Greek, 
Latin and 


French authors. 
During the Civil War 
lie served 
with the Confederate soldier- until 
they 
were 
forced 
to 
surrender 
Turning to civil engineering he was 
appointed to run the fir-t line of the 
L. C. & 8. W. railroad from Frank­ 
fort to Kokomo and thence to Lima 
Ohio. 
After marrying a daughter oi 
Colonel 
John Lee, Crawford-ville, 
Thompson became a permanent citi­ 
zen of that place. 
He practiced law 
for a few years and then turned to 
literary 
interests. 
“The Iloosiei 
Mosaics,” “Sylvan Secrets,” “Bird 
Notes,” “Witchery of Archery,” and 
other productions placed him at the 
forefront of American writers. A- a 
novelist, 
he 
won 
greate.-t 
fame 
through “Alice of Old Vincennes.” 
For some year- Thompson was lit­ 
erary editor of the New York Inde­ 
pendent. 
His interest aside from the 
literary lay in the field of polities 
and natural history. He was a mem­ 
ber of the state legislature in 1878 
and was delegate to the democratic 
national convention 
in 
1888, and 
was the 
state geologi-t 
for four 
vears. 
He died February 1 5. 1901.

plan th ere cou ld be only 500 nation­ 
al gu ardsmen for each representa­ 
tiv e in th e congress. 
Th u s th e h ou se plan, wh ich 
w a s 
adopted in conference, wou ld au th ­ 
orize a total nu mber of 400,000 mil­ 
itiamen, wh ile th e >enate plan wou ld Sey mou r at C arter’s Dru g Store, 
only h av e au th orized approx imately 
250,000 
men.

adopted, th e au th orized strength of 
th e Indiana militia will be approx i- ; 
mately 
12,000 
officers 
and 
men.

Befo re the Lord Jesus visibly ascend 
ed to heaven after He had appeared 
many times to Ilis disciples during 
tho ftc fo rty day s between His resur­ 
rection and ascension and spoke so 
o ften o f the things pertaining to the 
kingdom of God He commanded His 
disciples to g o and teach all nations 
w hat He bad taught them; to go into 
nil the wo rld and preach the gospel to 
ev ery creature; to proclaim repentance 
e nd remissio n o f sins in His name 
am ong all nations. And He sent them, 
a s the F ath er had sent Him, in the 
pow er of tin* Holy Spirit that ¡» eople 
m ig ht lelleve that Jesus is the Christ, 
th e Ron of God. and, believing, have 
life through His name (Acts i. 1-3; 
M att, xxvili, 19, 20; Mark xvi, 1."*; 
J^ike xxlv, 47 ; John xx, 21, 31). 
The disciples were slow to oltey this 
c'mmunTid, 
and 
the 
Lord 
permitted 
Stephen to be killed, a persecution of 
th e « « hits to follow, and the l>elievers 
th us « « uttered abroad 
went every ­ 
w here preaching (lie word, but only 
to the Jews. 
Some went as far as 
Antioch, and every where they preach 
e d the Lord Jesus, and the hand of tin* 
Bot«1 being with them a great number 
believed and turned unto the Lord 
(verses 19 -21). 
In the chapters which 
w e have already studied in this book 
o f the Acts of a risen and ascended 
C hrist through His witnesses we have 
seen how Peter and John and Stephen 
a nd Philip and Paul, and now these 
scattered abroad ones ail have the 
sam e topic—namely , Jesus Christ cru­ 
cified, risen, ascended and returning to 
ac t up His kingdom. And as they thus 
speak of Him the Spirit inclines many 
to turn to Him, and they become join­ 
e d to or added to the Lord. Thus Ills 
body , the church, began to grow, as 
th e word of God grew and multiplied 
(xii, 24). 
The one only calling of tlie 
believer is to proclaim Jesus Christ 
a nd win i**ople (o Him, that His Eve 
m ay be butided and the marriage of 
th e Lamb come, for only after that 
will Ills kingdom come. 
If deno minatio ns and so cieties and 
the so called bo ards co uld sink their 
•e lf seeking and see and seek J esus 
o nly o ud His king do m so much mo re 
m ight they see o f His g o o d hand upo n 
them. 
When 
the 
brethren 
at Jerusalem 
heard of the g o o d wo rk at Antioch 
they sent Barnabas, true so n o f conso­ 
latio n, full o f the Ho ly Gho st and o f 
faith, and when he came ami saw 
what the g race o f Go d had do ne lie 
w aag lad. The g race o f o ur Lo rd Jesus 
Christ Is briefly but fully set fo rth in 
If Co L v lji, 9 , which with Itpjn, 111, 2 4 ; 


Epli. li, S, 9 ; Tit. ii, 11; ill. 4-7 . and 
other passages teach us that the bene­ 
fits of the finished work of Jesus Christ 
are for Jew and gentile alike, without 
exception, and that without any works 
of ours or any merit whatever on our 
part, any and every sinner truly re­ 
ceiving Jesus Christ becomes a part 
of Him, lias in him eternal redemption 
and may beeonie a inesssenger to win 
others to Him. 
Barnabas and Saul, having been sent 
twelve apostles nor one of the commit­ 
tee of seven, but just a Levite of the 
country of Cy prus, who became a true 
believer and handed himself and his 
possessions honestly over to the Lord 
for His services (Acts iv, 30, 37 ). 
It is 
not necessary to be on tlie board or on 
the committee nor an eider or a deacon 
or a trustee, but it is necessary to be 
saved by grace and then to be in His 
hand for His pleasure, seeing no one 
but Jesus only . 
So Barnabas exhorted, 
the believers to cleave unto the Lord 
with purpose of heart (verses 22-24). 
and much people was added unto the 
Lord. 
May we se« » Jesus only and 
sing. “Ever, only , all for Thee.” 
The 
last we heard of Saul was that he had 
returned to Tarsus (chapter ix, 27 -30), 
but Barnabas evidently has him much 
on his heart, for he went to Tarsus and 
found him and brought him to Antioch 
and for a whole y ear taught the believ­ 
ers there more fully of Jesus Christ 
(verses 25, 20). 
Either as a term of 
honor or reproach believers were first 
called Christians at Antioch. 
The a f­ 
fix “ian” may signify nothing more 
than “belonging to,” but I like the sug­ 
gestion of some oue that a Christian is 
'•ne who can truly say , "Christ is all,” 
and, as the letters of the affix suggest. 
“I am not Mins?.” 
Barnabas and Saul, having been sent 
to Jerusalem with an offering from the 
saints at Antioch, in due time returned 
and eontiini“d to minister to the Lord 
there (chapters xi, 27 30; xii, 25; xiii, 
1-3» . As they thus continued the Holy 
Ghost called for the separation of B ar­ 
nabas and Saul for a special work to 
which He had called them. 
So with 
fasting and pray er and lay ing on of 
han<ls they were sent forth by the Iloly 
Ghost and preached the word of God 
at Salamis, in Cy prus. 
Saul had, no 
doubt, been a good witness at Tarsus, 
and now Barnabas has a like privilege 
in his native island. 
Note that John 
Mark sister’s son to Barnabas was 
with them (verse 5; Col. 4-10). 
The 
principal thing to note is that all was 
under the control of the 
Ilo ly Spirit 
(verses 2, 4 , 9» , alway s the directo r in 
all that Is truly the wo rk o f the Lo rd. 
All true ministry must he unto the 
Lo rd, to g lo rify Him (I Pet. iv . 11). 


Washington, May 5.—Germany will 
not y ield 
unconditionally to Presi­ 
dent W ilson’s demand that she de­ 
clare and effect an immediate aban 
donment of her present methods of 
submarine 
warfare. 
The 
situation 
was 
authoritatively 
described 
as 
“critical.” 
Ambassador Gerard at Berlin, has 
sent a forecast of the German reply , 
and though he regards it as favor­ 
able, it is so involved and indefinite 
that it has made an unfavorable im­ 
pression on the president, who in­ 
sists on definite and uneq uivocal as­ 
surances that the submarine menace 
to noncombatants immediately cease. 
According to forecast that 
have 
reached 
Washington, 
the 
imperial 
government apparently stands firm in 
its determination to treat armed lin­ 
ers as warships. Germany also m akes 
its restrictions on submarine opera­ 
tions dependent on concessions by the 
United States, hut what these conces­ 
sions are is not made clear. 
Above 
all, it is not y et clear whether Ger­ 
many will hold its subm arine opera­ 
tions in abey ance pending discussion 
of conditions to which it desires the 
United States to assent. 
Under the circumstances, President 
Wilson is suspending judgm ent until 
he receives the official text of the 
German note. 
The wording of the 
note will decide whether or not a dip­ 
lomatic break is to follow. 
There is 
every indication that the president 
will act without delay if he finds that 
the worst fears are realized, namely , 
that the German reply is vague, non­ 
committal and conditional. 
The only hopeful sign so far re­ 
ceived is the indication that Germany 
has agreed to conduct her submarine 
campaign in the war zone on a cruiser 
basis, provided the United States as­ 
sents to German proposals submitted 
for consideration. 
It is pointed out 
that if Germany puts these new or­ 
ders into effect at once as a means of 
initiating the proposed discussions, 
the crisis might be avoided by Ger­ 
m any ’s 
compliance 
with 
President 
W ilson’s basic demands. Mr. Gerard’s 
message indicates that this may be 
done. 
The president has about reached 
the limit of his patience, it is ex­ 
plained. and is in no mood to ask for 
further interpretations of what Ger­ 
many ’s reply means or to discuss 
conditions set forth by it. 
There is 
no minimizing the fact that the sit­ 
uation has reached a dangerous point. 
The main hope left is that the official 
text will not make Germ any ’s ceding 
to the president’s basic demand de­ 
pendent on the involved conditions 
which are contained in the German 
note. 
Officials explained that much de­ 
pends on whether Germany ’s illegal 
submarine attack in the war zone are 
suspended 
during 
the 
discussion 
which the imperial government wish­ 
es to initiate. 
The statem ent was made in author­ 
itative circles that Mr. Wilson will 
immediately reject any reply which 
does not meet his notion that the sub­ 
marine menace to noncombatant lives 
cease from now on.
